Examiner's Comments 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's amendment received 5/6/2005 and subsequent 
Terminal Disclaimer received 7/12/2005. Applicant cancelled claims 1-7 and amended claim 8.

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Reasons For Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to anticipate or show in combination a fastening tool having a magazine, a housing, a 
knob rotatably attached to the housing and linked to the adjuster, a driving mechanism and a 
trigger assembly combined with a contact trip assembly that moves along a first direction 
substantially vertically to move at least one of the main trigger and the supplemental trigger of 
the trigger assembly and wherein an adjuster supported by the contact trip having teeth that mesh 
with teeth on the contact trip assembly; the adjuster movable between a first position where the 
teeth of the adjuster and the contact trip mesh and a second position where the teeth of the 
adjuster and the contact trip do not mesh; and wherein the adjuster moves between the first and 
second positions along a second direction substantially perpendicular to the first direction.
